FRANCO-BRITISH COMPROMISE 
ON NAVAL MATTERS IS 
NOW REACHED 
London,July 31—Details of a 
Franco-British naval compromise 
mentioned by Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, British foreign secretary, in 
the house of commons yesterday, 
are stated to have been cabled to 
the British ambassador at Wash- 
ington where they are expected to 

be presented today or tomorrow. 

A government spokesman told the 
Associated Press today that a com- 
promise had been reached between 
the two methods of naval armament 
reduction on which previous con- 
ferences have split, namely, limita- 
tion by total tonnage favored by 
France, and by categories, favored 
by Great Britain, 

The question of submarine con- 
struction is definitely involved in 
the compromise, the spokesman said. 

London, July 31.—Possibility of 
renewed discussions among the naval 
powers, hinging on the submarine, 
was advanced by some observers to- 
day in commenting on Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s statement in the 
house of commons. 

The British foreign secretary said 
his government had had successful 
conversations with France regarding 
differences which had arisen be- 
tween the two governments over 
naval disarmament. He announced 
that he was about to submit to the 
other principal naval powers the 
compromise agreement which had 
been reached, hoping thereby-to re- 
move obstacles to the progress of 
the disarmament idea. 

Sir Austen indicated that the first 
open discussion of a compromise 
would probably be by the prepara- 
tory commission for a disarmament 
conference of the League of Nations, 

When this commission found its 
work brought to a stop last March 
through the possibility of not reach- 
ing an agreement, the question of 
the construction of submarines was 
one of the main difficulties between 
Great Britain and France, Observers 
thought that this might be the prin- 
cipal feature of the new compromise.

SIR C. E. DENNY, FIRST MOUNT- 
ED POLICE IN WEST, DIES AT 
EDMONTON CAME WEST 
WITH FIRST UNIT OF PLAIN 
RIDERS SIGNED INDIAN 
TREATY 


Edmonton, July 25.—One of the 
last survivors of the original troop 
of the North West Mounted Police 
to cross the plains in 1874, Capt. Sir 
Cecil Edward Denny, sixth baronet 
of Tralee Castle, County Kerry, Ire- 


land, died during Tuesday night, 
following an illness in a_ local 
hospital. 


J | 
Captain Denny was born on Dec. 


14, 1850, and was educated at Chelt- 
enham College and later in France 
and Germany, but at the age of 24, 
with the rumor that there was to 
be organized in the North West 
Territories of Canada, a mobile 
mounted police force similar to the 
Royal Irish Constabulary or the 
British South African police, young 
Denny said good-bye to his native 
land and made the slow crossing of 
the Atlantic, to the land which was 
henceforth to be his home. 

He was at once enlisted with the 
North West Mounted Police on his 
arrival in Ottawa, and when the first 
troop of that famous force made the 
long trek westward into the land of 
the buffalo and the red man, Captain 
Denny accompanied them on that 
historic ride, going to Macleod, and 
next year to Calgary, where he built 
Fort Calgary. 

Through the ranks from 
inspector to inspector the 
Irishman rose and in that early his- 
tory of the west which was written 
by the “Queen’s Own Red Coats,” 
Captain Denny took his part. 

When the famous treaty of 1877 
was signed with the Indians, Capt. 
Denny was one of the officers of the 
Mounted Police whose signature was 
affixed to that historic document 
which guaranteed the red man the 
protection of the “Great White 
Queen” across the seas, “so long as 
the grass grows and the rivers run.” 

Then came the Riel Rebellion of 
1885. Denny, now an official of the 
federal Indian department, was 
placed in charge of the western 
plains Indians during that stirring 
time, and here again, that firmness 
and courage developed during his 
years in the old force, stood him in 
good stead. 

He served for some time as a 
police magistrate and later retired 
from public life, taking up a home- 
stead near Colinton, in the Atha- 
baska district and combining wth

ANOTHER $34,000,000 FOR WEST- 


ERN FARMERS FROM LAST 
YEAR'S CROP 


Winnipeg, July 28.—An interim 
payment of more than $34,000,000 
is being made today to members of 
the Canadian Wheat Pool in the 
western provinces, In practically 
every district of Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Alberta pool members 
will share in the distribution, which 
is the largest interim’ payment ever 
made by the wheat pool. | 

Today’s payment is the second 
interim one for the 1927-28 crop, the 
first having been made on March 10, 

“There seems to be general satis- 
faction among our members as to 
the manner in which the various 
selling problems were handled and 
the averaged price obtained for their 
wheat,” stated E, B. Ramsay, man- 
ager of the central selling agency, 
Winnipeg, in announcing the pay- 
ment, 

On contract grades the payment 
ranges from 16 cents to 25 cents 
per bushel; tough grades from 13% 
cents to 29% cents; Nos. 4 to 6, 11 
to 15% cents, and on durums, 11% 
cents to 19% cents per bushel, ac- 
cording to grade, 

The following statement was made 
today by the Alberta Pool: 

“As announced by our 
Selling Agency, Winnipeg, a second 
interim payment on deliveries to 
1927-1928 Pool is being distributed 
under date of July 28 to our Alberta 
Wheat Pool members, Cheques total- 
ling approximately nine million dol- 
lars are being mailed Saturday, July 
28, and will include payment on de- 
liveries reported to the Pool by 
elevator companies to June 80, and 
upon coupons reaching the Pool of- 
fice to July 10, A second issue of 
cheques covering later deliveries, as 
well as recent coupons, will go for- 
ward during the next two weeks. 

“Spreads estimated at the com- 
mencement of the season have been 
adjusted by our Central Selling 
Agency in this present interim pay- 
ment, according to the selling 
spreads of each grade of wheat, with 
the result that payment varies con- 
siderably on different grades. In 
previous years these spreads have 
been adjusted in our final payment. 

“From this second interim pay- 
ment made by our Central Selling 
Agency, total of 4 cents per bushel 
has been retained from each grade 
by the Alberta Pool, of which 2 
cents is for the purpose of Elevator 
Reserve, and further 2 cents to 
cover Commercial Reserve and 
operating costs. Amount of 2 cents 
retained for Commercial Reserve 
and operating costs can only be 
estimated at this date, and it is anti- 
cipated amount retained for these 
purposes will be in excess of actual 
requirements, and any such surplus 
will be included and distributed 
along with any final payment which 
may be available to our growers, 
following close of 1927-1928 Pool.

TECHNICAL KNOCKOUT ENDS 
GREAT BATTLE — CHAMPION 
STOPS TOM IN 11th ROUND 
Yankee Stadium, New York, July 

26.—Subjecting Tom Heeney, New 

Zealand challenger to one of the 

most severe beatings any man ever 

took in any ring, Gene Tunney, 
heayweight champion, tonight scored 

a technical knockout over the Anzac 

in the 11th round of a 15-round 

fight. Tunney knocked Heeney un- 
conscious at the close of the tenth 
round but the bell saved the challen- 
ger as he lay unconscious on the 
floor, Tunney scaled 192 pounds; 

Heeney 203%. 

Rarely has any man been subject- 
ed to the punishment Heeney took 
after the seventh round and still 
keep his feet to plunge stubbornly 
into the champion’s flailing punches. 
The challenger’s left eye, hurt in the 
seventh round, left him half blinded 
throughout the rest of the fight. 

After reeling through _, terrific 
punishment in the eighth and ninth 
sessions, Heeney collapsed under the 
champion’s better attack just as the 
tenth round closed. Tom rolled on his 
back almost out of the ring and had 
to be carried to his corner. Although 
he revived somewhat for the eleventh 
Tunney crashed him into a gory 
figure in two minutes and 52 seconds 
of the round when the referee called 
it.

The Newest Airship

Interesting Story Of How This West- 


ern Stream Got Its Name 

In 1928 Sir George Simpson, gov- 
ernor of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
crossed Canada from east to west by 
way of Peace River. At half-past 
six on Sunday evening, September 7, 
the travellers laid aside their paddles 
to camp for the night at the mouth 
of a small tributary to Peace River, 
not far below where the latter river 
divides into two main branches, the 
Finlay and the Parsnip. in ais- 
embarking from large canoes, pas- 
sengers had generally to be carried 
from the canoe to the shore. Sir 
George Simpson's guide, Bernard, was 
carrying the Governor ashore when he 
fell with him into the water. Since 


that day the river has borne the name | 


Bernard and all that is known of the 
guide is that he was the principal 
figure in this incident. The name 
Bernard River has just been approved 
by the Geographic Board of Canada.

Two seaplanes, under the guidance | 
of Flight Officer James, of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, are making two) 
flights daily between Nelson and 
Churchill, transporting men and ma- 
terial from Nelson to the New Hud- 
ron Bay railway terminal. 

Each plane is doing 600 miles a) 
day.
